Of  these  twenty-three  teachers,  Miss  Wood  was  the 
only  one  who  had  had  no  previous  experience  in  teaching. 
Misses  Read  and  Schoolcraft  were  the  only  ones  who  had 
received  Normal  School  certificates.  Miss  Knights,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  was  obliged  to  leave  her  school  dur- 
ing the  summer.  The  term  was  finished  by  an  unlicensed 
teacher. 

The  four  books  I  reported  in  the  school  library  of  No. 
One  last  year,  have  been  increased  to  twenty-six.  These 
books  have  been  obtained  in  part  by  small  subscriptions 
from  the  pupils  and  by  two  entertainments,  one  given  by 
the  school,  the  other  by  the  dramatic  club.  Donations  of 
books  have  been  received  from  Hon.  Charles  P.  Marsh  of 
Woodstock  and  Dr.  Rugg  of  Hartland,  former  teachers, 
and  from  Revs.  Little  and  Rugg  and  B.  H.  Allbee  of  Per- 
kinsville. 

A  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  has  been  pur- 
chased in  No.  10.  T  trust  the  time  is  not  fur  distant  when 
:i  dictionary  will  be  in  every  school. 

In  many  schools  the  blackboard  is  insufficient  and  in 
others  poor.  That  the  blackboard,  and  plenty  of  it,  is  a 
necessary  adjunct  to  school  work,  can  need  no  demon- 
stration to  a  community  as  intelligent  as  this  is. 

I  raise  the  question,  if,  during  the  summer  months,  it 
would  not  be  well  for  some  of  our  smaller  schools  to  unite 
with  one  or  more  districts  as  is  most  convenient.  I  am 
assured  that  this  can  be  done  without  loss  of  public 
money,  providing  the  districts  so  vote,  and  separate  reg- 
isters are  kept  lor  them  in  the  schools  where  the  pupils 
are  accommodated. 

There  are  no  statistics  by  which  1  can  ascertain  how 
many  pupils  of  school  age  are  not  in  our  schools.  A  com- 
mendable effort  has  been  made  in  some  of  our  districts  to 
ee  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  requiring  attendance 
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were  carried  out,  but  I  have  reason  to  think  this  is  not 
the  ease  with  all.  In  these  days  of  anarchism  and  social- 
ism, if  the  smaller  towns  are  to  be  the  leaven  that  shall 
leaven  the  whole  lump  of  the  body  politic,  as  I  believe,  it 
behooves  them  to  see  that  all  within  their  borders  receive 
that  education  which  the  state  provides. 

The  law  requiring  the  study  of  Physiology  has  been 
faithfully  carried  out.  It  is  an  experiment  which  I  have 
watched  with  interest,  and  I  find  myself  at  the  close  of 
the  year  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  work.  It  takes 
time,  to  be  sure,  but  the  laws  of  health  are  of  primary  im- 
portance. No  great  moral  or  intellectual  attainments  can 
be  expected  from  one  who  has  not  a  sound  body.  It  is  in 
the  power  of  the  educated  school  teacher  to  do  much  to 
correct  the  hereditary  tendencies  to  disease,  the  ignorance 
of  which  is  the  mother  of  many  of  the  ills  of  life. 

When  young  girls  in  our  boarding  schools  are  found 
to  have  contracted  the  opium  habit,  and  the  daily  press  is 
telling  us  of  boys  dying  at  the  age  of  fifteen  from  eigai - 
ette  smoking,  it  is  time  the  note  of  alarm  is  sounded 
in  this  direction. 

It  has  cost  the  state  a  great  deal  to  introduce  the 
physiologies,  but  if  one  boy  is  saved  from  a  drunkard's 
fate  thereby,  we  shall  any  of  us  feel  it  is  worth  all  it 
has  cost,  especially  if  that  boy  is  our  boy. 

The  teachers  have  been  faithful  and  conscientious 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  mistakes  have 
been  those  of  inexperience  and  previous  wrong  training. 
I  have  always  found  them  willing  to  receive  suggest- 
ions and  to  try  to  practice  them.  There  has  been  as 
little  friction  as  can  be  expected  where  so  many 
teachers  are  em  ployed.  The  schools,  on  the  whole, 
have  made  a  lair  record  and  some  have  been  excel- 
lent.
